I do not confine mvself to the way~herein described of attaching the carrier 
to the rod. as other suitable means of attachment may be. devised. 

Having now particularly described and ascertained the nature of my said 
invention, ami in what manner the same is to be performed I declare that 
20 what I claim is: — 

First: An indicating or like alarm attachment for fishing rods consisting 
of a bell, carried bv or suspended from a rigid carrier frame or the ike which 
is adapted to be mounted upon, or attached to, the fishing rod, substantially 
as and for the purposes described and set forth , „„„ e ; cf 

2o Secondly:- An indicating or like alarm attachment for fishing rods, consist- 
ing of a bell carried bv, or suspended from, the underside of the top of an 
open ended spring sided & rigid carrier loop or frame having its free ends 
formed into a spring clip adapted to detachably embrace the rod, substantially 
as described and set forth. • . . 

30 Thirdly: -In an indicating or like alarm attachment for fishing lods as 
claimed in Claim 2, the employment of a rigid carrier loop in w^towjj 
are intercrossed, and formed into a spring clip, adapted to be detached or 
opened by pressing the sides of the loop towards one another, substantially as 
described.
